Hi and welcome to the first N&O in 1999. This month I have a couple of 
interesting items for you, a lot of logs, the revised ENIGMA control 
list and the final edition of Toby's crypto series. 


Unfortunately I have very little time these days, so I 

fully depend on your contributions. Please note that my 
current situation will last for at least 5 more months. 
I cannot guarantee that there will be a N&O next month 

unless you supply me with info. 


I recently had the opportunity to visit Bletchley Park in the UK. This 
was the place where wartime codebreaking was done. During WWII over 
10000 people worked here with only one goal: to break the codes of the 
Germans and their allies. There is a lot of old military stuff in the 
museum. Especially the Cryptology Trail is interesting. You can even 
work with a real Enigma crypto machine. If you are in the neighbourhood 
you really should visit the place. Check for more info and their opening 
times Bletchley's website at www.cranfield.ac.uk/CCC/BPark. 


Mathias Kropf sent me a press release re the activity of clandestine 
stations. Although clandestine stations are neither utility stations nor 
number stations, there is a definite link to our 'branch' of the hobby, 
namely JAMMERS. Many clandestines are being jammed by the target 
countries. An increase of clandestine broadcasting hours almost always 
means an increase of jamming activity. To give you an idea about the 
number of clandestines and their target areas, I decided to include the 
press release in this N&O edition. 


x Press Release x 

1998 Clandestine Activity Survey 

Clandestine activity on shortwave descreases for the sixth year ina 
row; 19 target areas remain still active. In 1998 the activity of 


political clandestine stations on shortwave has decreased by 16% to 
1223 Weekly Broadcasting Hours (WBHs). This is the result of the latest 


Clandestine Activity Survey which has been published annually since 1986. 
From its high in 1990 with 2284 WBHs the activity has now dropped by 
almost 50%. 


Activity on the Asian continent has decreased by 9% to 876 WBHs in 1998, 
on the American continent the activity has increased by 6% to 190 WBHs, 
while on the African continent the activity has dropped by 55% to now 
only 143 WBHs. 


When compared with 12 months ago, the number of active target areas 
(countries) has decreased by two to 19. While there are no longer any 
active clandestine stations broadcasting to Cambodia, Guatemala and 
Angola, Papua New Guinea has once again been listed as active (after a 
one year break). 


The three most active target areas worldwide are now Iraq with 292 WBHs 
(+38 when compared with last year), North Korea with 238 WBHs (unchanged) 
and Cuba with 162 WBHs (unchanged).

d## According to Simon's loggings E4 is definitely active on 17499 at 
1200 UTC but he was unable to receive anything at this time on either 
20474 or 23461, probably due to nighttime propagation, yet Takashi 
Yamaguchi (who is probably in the best position to definitively monitor 
this station) of Japan logged it on 20474//23461 but not 17499. Whether 
this is a printing error remains to be seen but it does suggest that 
monitors should be on the lookout for a third simulcast frequency at a 
given time, which was previously the norm for this station. 


* The 1900 UTC log also comes from Takashi's loggings in RD Baker's 
column (February 1999 edition) which suggests a check of the known 
operating frequencies at 1900, 2000, 2100 and 2200 UTC could help to 
expand knowledge of the station's new broadcast schedule.

Costas copied E10 with a special message on 6 Jan at 0745 UTC on 6658 
kHz: VLB2 6P3 6R1 881 


:: English Man or Lady??? 
Darren reported an unid ‘English Man' on 10240 kHz at 1400 and 1500 UTC. 
Some say that it is the English Lady but Darren sez that she sure sounds 
like a bloke :-) Try it and let me know what you think! 


:: The Pip 
Maritime navigation systems expert Vaino Lehtoranta checked the pip's 
signal and contacted me with a very interesting remark: 


'',..frequency is 3756 kHz with much reduced carrier. It is modulated 
by tone which spreads up and down symmetrically in about 0.82 kHz steps. 
Because this is exactly what Bras and Rs-10 transmit, these must have 
something to do with those systems. A control station? Some people long 


thought they are time signal stations without knowledge that the trans- 
mitted "time period" is not 1 second....'' 


Note that BRAS and RS-10 are Russian radio navigation systems much like 
the western Decca and Hyperfix systems. 


Rimantas Pleikys noted another voice message transmitted by the 'Pip' 
station on 13 Jan. at 07:38 UTC, on 5448 kHz. The message was repeated 
3 times and was read out live by a male in Russian: "Dlia (For) 014, 
071, 206, 500, 634, 850. Kak slyshno? Priyom."(How can you read me? 
Reception). Sounded in the military style. At 07:39 back to pips. No 
answer heard on this frequency. 


Rimantas sez that the current schedule of this channel marker is as 
follows: 


5448 kHz 5:30-14:00 UTC 
3756 kHz 14:00- 5:30 UTC 


There are at least 2 transmitters in use, because usually the both 
frequencies are active simultaneously during the day/night channel 
change. 


Thanks for the info guys! 


:: Unid voice stations 
Mike sent me the following note: 
A strange one heard on Thurs 31 Dec 98, start 18.45z, end 18.50z, 6646 
kHz nominal, Russ, YL/OM??. Heavy TX'er hum, poor stability - varied by 
3k. Readable only by changing AM/USB/LSB. 
Intro "Tri-Dva-Tri" x 10 
Then short series of 3f gps to "Dva-Svo?-Dva" x 3 
Ending "Konets-Konets-Konets" 


An other unid was reported by Markus in Austria on 31 Dec. Markus sez: 
''At 05:15 I found something that caught my attention: On 5433 I hrd a 
very strong (about 9+10dB) male station in EE that kept repeating "405 
000" a couple of times, then went off the air. 


What was interesting is that the station sounded "Viennese"! What I mean 
is that the voice was not synthesized but rather digitized and - here's 
the interesting part - the accent strongly reminded me of somebody from 
Vienna or the province of lower Austria. I have relatives there and I 
know what they sound like when they are speaking EE (even if it is just 
figures).'' 


Could this be an English Man variant???? 


:: 2-letter stations [E16 / G16] 
Tibor from Germany writes to tell that he has been listening to the 
numbers stations for 9 years now and that the 2-letter stations are 
his favorites. After reading the station profile in N&O#5 he noticed 
that he has a log in his files of a callsign that is not in the list, 
namely Oscar Alpha with id numbers 039 and 820. There is an Alpha 
Oscar in the list, Tibor. Is it possible that we are talking about 
this one? 


Anyway, Tibor also logged a German transmission from Alpha Uniform 
back in 1991. AU normally only transmits in English. 


English Man variant 
Remember the English Man variant that I mentioned recently? Well, 
our Australian friend, Eddy Waters, heard him again on 10670 kHz. He 
heard only the last part of the transmision which ended at 1330 UTC. 


* OTHER MODES x 


Polytone stations [XPH] 
Valeriano Martin surprised us with a decoding theory for the Polytone 
stations, so I gladly hand over the mike to him: 


''I've almost attained to decode XPH and I would like to confirm my 
results, but I've not seen any post in the matter. Have anyone been able 
to decode it? 


I have identified 14 different tones within its alphabet, with a step 
of 16 Hz between two correlative tones. I have initially assigned an 
arbitrary letter to each tone, according to this list:

A) The scheme has four parts: 
1: Call up with long tones 
2: mn(x10) a(x10) 
3: Message, not present in the second sample 
4: bn(x10) 


B) Tones A, B, M and N seem to have special purposes: 
- B and M do not appear within the message 
- A is in position 6, 12, 18... I supose that it is a dummy 
character used as group separator. 
- I think that N duplicates the previous tone (i.e. CN = CC). 
Note that there is no one character identical to the next. 


C) The remaining tones C-L most probably represent figures 0-9. 
Therefore, we have the equivalences:

Making the apropriate substitutions, the callups turn into:

Wow, great job Valeriano! Chris Smolinski reacted as follows: 

''Very interesting results! A few thoughts... 

Using a tone to indicate "duplicate" makes sense. Forcing sequential 
tones to be different probably helps improve the tone detection and 


decoding. That way, it is known when one character ends and the next 
begins, without having to rely just on timing. 


The recording of XPH I have has some 'pulses' between each of the ‘a 
characters in the 'aaaaaaaaaa' sequence just prior to the start of the 
message text. 


I wonder if these ten 'a' (305 Hz) tones sent just before the message 
are a sort of timing series, to get the decoder synchronized and ready 
to copy the message text? Likewise, the repeating "mn" series could 
serve to indicate that the synchronization is about to begin. 


Now what we really need - a program to decode XPH messages! (Well, 
convert to numbers is a better term, since we're really not decoding 
the message text). I'll gladly do a Mac version. Anyone want to team 
up to work on a combined Mac/Windows program?'' 


This certainly is a challenge guys! Anyone for a Windows version of 
the program? Keep us informed please?! -Ary-

* Introduction 

In polyalphabetic substitution the cleartext letters are enciphered 
differently depending upon their placement in the text. As the name 
polyalphabetic suggests this is achieved by using several crypto- 
alphabets instead of just one, as is the case in most of the simpler 
crypto systems. Which cryptoalphabet to use at a given time is usually 
guided by a key of some kind, or the agreement can be to swich alphabet 
after each word encrypted (which, of course, presumes that the word 
boundaries are kept intact or indicated in some way), but the latter 
is seldom practiced in real life. Several systems exists, and I shall 
try and explain some of the more common. 


x Gronsfeld's system 

One of the simplest polyalphabetic substitution ciphers is Gronsfeld's 
system. Gaspar Schott, a German 17-century cryptographer, tells that he 
was taught this cipher during a trip between Mainz and Frankfurt by 
count Gronsfeld, hence the name. Gronsfeld's system uses a numeric key 
- usually quite short - e.g. 7341, and this key is repeated, one figure 
at a time, above the individual letters of the cleartext, like this: 


Key: 


7 3 41 7 3 4 1 =*7 
Text: G R ON S F E L D 
To encrypt, one simply count forwards in the alphabet from the letter 
to be encrypted, the number of steps given by the key figure above, 
the resulting letter being the crypto. If one happens to reach the last 
letter of the alphabet, still having remaining steps to count, one 
begins from the beginning of the alphabet. It helps to think of the 


alphabet as a ring of letters, instead of a row. 


This is how the example from above will look like: 


Key: 7 3 4 1 7 3 4 1 =*7 
Text G RON S F E L OD 
Crypto N U S O0O ZI I M K 


Decryption is the reverse process. One writes out the key figures 

above the letters of the cryptogram and counts backwards in the alphabet 
instead to reach the cleartext. Gronsfeld's system can be made more 
secure (the original system isn't very safe, even with keys as long as 
the number of letters in the cleartext) against enemy decryption by 
using an unordered alphabet instead of the normal sequence. Since there 
are numerous ways to design an unordered alphabet, I will show but one 
method. Using the key (or, preferably, another key of one's own choosing) 
from the example above, the following table is constructed:

Writing the letters out, row by row, and starting with the row having 
the lowest keyfigure gives the following unordered sequence: 


DHLPTXBF INRVZCGKOSWAE IMQUY 


The encryption example from above will, when counting in this unordered 
alphabet, look like this: 


* Vigenere 

The most common polyalphabetic substitution cipher is the Vigenere or, 
as it is sometimes referred to, Tritheim's system. It uses a table, 
usually containing 26 by 26 cells (one 18-century Swedish table uses 22 
by 22 cells, and a 19-century one - also Swedish - has 56 by 56 cells, 
but it was probably to cumbersome to use) containing the letters of the 
alphabet in the following fashion:

There are several ways to use this table, all producing ciphers with 
different names, such as: Standard Vigenere, Beaufort, Variant Vigenere. 


x Standard Vigenere 
In standard Vigenere the table is used in the following way: 


First a keyword or keyphrase is agreed upon by the communicants, e.g. 
PYRAMID. The letters of the keyword/keyphrase are written above the 
plaintext to be enciphered one by one, like the keyfigures of the 
Gronsfeld system. If necessary, the keyword is repeated over and over 
till all cleartext letters have received one letter of the key. It may 
look like this: 


Key letters: 


P Y R AM I DP Y RAM I OD P 
Cleartext: A T T A C K A T S UN D OW N 
The plaintext letter is sought in the topmost row of the table and the 
key letter in the leftmost column of the table. At the intersection of 
the column under the plaintext letter and the row begun by the key letter, 
one will find the crypto letter. When the encryption is finished, the 


example above will have the following appearance: 


Key letters: P Y R A M I DP Y R AM I D P 

Cleartext: A T T A C K A T S UN D OW N 

Crypto: P RK A O S DI Q LEN PW ZC 
To decipher a cryptogram in standard Vigenere, one copies the letters 
of the key above the letters of the cryptogram. The row begun by the 
first keyletter is sought in the table, and then one proceeds along 


this row until the cryptoletter are encountered. Next, one goes straight 
up from the cryptoletter to the first row, where the cleartext is found. 


The reader might be interested in knowing, that standard Vigenere was 
the main cryptographic system used by the Confederated States during 
the American Civil War, and the following four key phrases used by the 
Confederates have survived to this day: 


*x IN GOD WE TRUST 
* COMPLETE VICTORY 
* MANCHESTER BLUFF 
* and, as the war-luck turned: COME RETRIBUTION 


In the excellent book The History of Codes and Ciphers in the United 
States prior to World War I, available from AEGEAN PARK PRESS, the 
following example of a real Confederate message is given, which the 
interested reader can try and decipher (the key being one of the four 
mentioned above): 


Jackson, May 25th, 1863 
Lieut. Genl. Pemberton: My XAFV. USLX was VVUFLSJP 
by the BRCYIJ 200,000 VEGT. SUAJ. NERP. ZIFM. It 
will be GFOECSZQD as they NTYMNX. Bragg MJ TPHINZG 
a QKCMKBSE. When it DZGIJX N will YOIG. AS. QHY. 
NITWM do you YTIAM the IIKM. VFVEY. How and where 
is the JSQML GUGSFTVE. HBFY is your ROEEL.

* Beaufort 
In the Beaufort cipher the table is used in the following way: 


o Encryption. 
Locate the cleartext letter in the top row of the table. Search the 
column immediately under till the keyletter is found. Follow the row 
of the keyletter to the left. The cryptoletter is found in the left- 
most column. 


o Decryption. 
Locate the cryptoletter in the leftmost column of the table. Search 
the row to the right till the keyletter is found. Go straight up from 
the keyletter. The cleartext is found in the top row. 


The Beaufort way of using the table is somewhat easier than standard 
Vigenere, since you only have to follow one route instead of finding 
an intersection of a row and a column. 


x Variant Vigenere 
In Variant Vigenere the following modus operandi is used: 


o Encryption. 
Locate the keyletter in the leftmost column. Follow the row headed by 
the key letter until the cleartext letter is found. Go straight up 
from the cleartext letter. The cryptoletter is found in the top row. 


o Decryption 
Locate the cryptoletter in the top row. Locate the keyletter in the 
leftmost column. The cleartext is found at the intersection of the 
cryptoletter-column and the key letter-row. 


* Vigenere with unordered alphabets 

As is the case with Gronsfeld's system, the cipher produced by Vigenere 
will be harder to break by the enemy if unordered alphabets are used 
instead of the normal alphabetic sequence. 

Either the mixed sequence is written down in a fashion similar to the 
Vigenere table above, or the mixed sequence is written on the top line 
and down, forming a new leftmost column, which are then used when 
locating the key-, cleartext, and cryptoletters. 


A table using a body consisting of a mixed sequence based on the keyword 
SPHINX may look like this:
